EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose and would not suggest the step/means for determining 
whether a token either corresponds to one previously encountered token in the list as a 
recurring token in the token stream, or else is a unique token in the token stream 
without corresponding to the at least one previously encountered token in the token list, 
as is how recited in independent claims 1, 7, and 13. Carlgren et al. do not disclose 
checking for previously encountered tokens in a "stream-like" manner as now required. 
Rather, Carlgren et al. disclose making a vocabulary of all the words (tokens) in a given 
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text, then performs subsequent analysis, while the present invention examines the text 
token by token as the tokens are received in a stream.
